Thinking people will not permit themselves to be prcju- 


diccrl against cold storage because of the claim that it is being 
.used by unscrupulous dealers in^fooct sliifl's to comer the 
niark'ct and force up prices. To^udge from reports, the claims 
appear to be well based, the figures showing that the supplies 
of foods iii cold storage are considerably larger than they were 
a year ago, while at the same time prices are higher. This is a 
condition that ought not to exist and one which shows-thai 
ihere is something wron0; somewhere. 


But, admitting flic gravest charges againsl the food monop- 


olists to be true, the situation constitutes no indictment against 
the system of cold storage, which, as (his paper has more than 
once contended, is, when properly used, one of the most 
beneficial developments of the age. It makes possible the 
putting away of perishable food stuffs at times when they 
would otherwise be a drug on the markcl and holding them 
until they arc needed, and when there is a demand for them 
at reasonable prices, though prices not nearly so high as they 
would be in limes of scarcity if there were no such thing as 
cold storage. 
All who have given the matter any thought 


know this to be (rite. 


So far as cold storage is used for profiteering purposes the 


practice is all wrong and should be slopped if it is possible to 
slop it, and it is to be hoped that the government may find 
means for bringing the abuse to an end. Senator McKellar of 
Tennessee has introduced a bill providing for government 
regulation of cold storage, which he believes would go far 
toward ending an evil which is believed to be to some extent 
responsible for the dislressipg conditions of the time. 
He 


charges the packers with using the system for the control of 
prices, and the mighty stocks on hand at a lime when prices 
are so high would indicate thai the charge is based on facts. 
Th&i he does not desire interference with the business of cold 
storage, as such, Mr. McKeliar makes very plain when lie s:\ys: 
"A\y bill does not fetter cold storage: in any way, but it regu- 
lates it so that the people can get (lie greatest benefits out 
of it:

• The trouble from which the people are suffering is not 


caused by cold storage, but by a wrong use of it. The practice 
of cornering the markets is nol restricted to the field of perish- 
able products. 
It Is engaged in by dealers in such staples as 


grain and cotton, and there is a suspicion thai even the coal 
•men manipulate things in,a way to keep prices about where 
they wa.nl them, and they certainly make no use or' cold 
storage in their business.
